TELLS WHAT CHILD 
DISLIKES IN ITS 
FATHER AND MOTHER 


A symposium 
of 
what 
children 
criticise in their parent«, what par­ 
ents criticise in each other and wliat 
husbands criticise in other husbands, 
was offered last night by Dr. Frank 
L. Wright, head of the department of 
education of Washington University, 
in the second of a series of five lec­ 
tures on family relations at Soldan 
High School for the Board of Relig­ 
ious Organizations. 
Dr. W right expressed the 
belief 
that the 
child’s 
life was a serious 
thing, as serious to the child as 
the 
adult’s life is to the adult. 
He told 
the mothers to go home and consid­ 
er whether girls were not given more 
consideration than boys in the aver­ 
age home. He criticised the occasion­ 
al practice of rebuking children 
as 
“slow pokes”, 
as 
stubborn, or 
as 
“dumb bells”. 
“Ask 
yourselves”, 
he 
suggested, 
“what you would do if another adult 
addressed you in the manner in which 
you sometimes address 
your 
chil­ 
dren”. 
“Should we apologize to our chil­ 
dren?” one woman asked. 
“As a teacher and a father, I 
be­ 
lieve in apologizing 
when 
we are 
wrong”, Dr. W right replied. 
“But 
I 
don’t always do it”. 
“Do you think children are 
good 
sports?” another inquired. 
“I think they are perhaps 
better 
sports than adults”. 
Recently, 
Dr. 
Wright 
asked 
35 
mothers to criticise their 
husbands, 
35 fathers to criticise 
their 
wives, 
and 35 fathers to criticise ohter fath­ 
ers. 
Among the 
things 
that 
mothers 
said of their husbands: 
“He is 
not 
able to see the child’s point of view”. 
“He fails to see that 
the 
child 
is 
growing up”. 
“He allows the child 
too much (or not enough) 
liberty”. 
“He gives the child too much (or not 
enough) 
money”. 
“He 
takes 
the 
child too seriously (or not seriously 
enough)”. 
“He is impatient, incon­ 
sistent, and disciplines according 
to 
his mood”. 
The fathers said 
of their 
wives: 
“She lacks self-control”. “She is im­ 
patient”. 
“She 
talks 
too 
much”. 
“She makes too many rules and reg­ 
ulations”. 
“She takes the child 
too 
seriously”. 
“She is 
too 
indulgent, 
not firm enough”. “She is away from 
home too much”. “She is not willing 
to make sacrifices necessary for 
the 
development of her children”. 
“She 
fails to co-operate with the father”. 
And the fathers said of other fath­ 
ers: 
“He 
is 
not 
companionable”. 
“He takes to being a tyrant, particu­ 
larly at the wrong time”. “He is im­ 
patient and punishes 
according 
to 
mood”. 
“He makes too many com­ 
mands that are not followed out”. 
Dr. Wright 
submitted 
the 
ques­ 
tions, “W hat’s wrong with your pai- 
ents ” and “And what do you like 
about your parents?” to 350 
grade 
school 
children 
from the third to 
sixth grade, to 100 high school fresh­ 
men and to 160 college students most­ 
ly seniors preparing to be teachers. 
‘It appears”, he said in summing 
up, “that the younger children 
are 
more attracted by the temporal qual­ 
ities in their parents, such as 
good 
cooking and the ability to do some­ 
thing with their hands; the universi­ 
ty children by spiritual qualities. It 
is interesting to note that in a poor­ 
er section of the city, grade 
school 
children criticise drinking, swearing 
and smoking in their fathers, while 
only in the better class suburban dis­ 
tricts are mothers criticised for smok­ 
ing”. 
The faults of fathers, taken from 
grade school papers, included: 
His 
appearance, he doesn’t weigh enough, 
he always agrees with mother against 
me, he gets tired too easily when we 
play, he makes me comb my hair, he 
won't give me money sometimes, he 
says ‘darn’ too much, he plays a lit­ 
tle rough, he teases, he spanks me, he 
isn’t interested in sports, he can’t see 
anything funny (lacks sense of hu­ 
mor), he doesn’t like to be bothered, 
he has a bad 
temper, 
he 
swears, 
smokes, drinks. 
From high school papers: 
He gets 
sore and takes it out on me, he fuss­ 
es at meal time, he smokes, drinks, 
gambles and so forth, he is stubborn, 
he 
worries 
too 
much, 
he dresses 
wrong, he has bad manners, he pun­ 
ishes me for low grades, he distrusts 
me, he has three thick razor strops. 
From college students: 
Spasmodic 
discipline, 
temperamental, 
quick 
temper, he underestimates my ability, 
stubborn, lacks interest 
in my 
af­ 
fairs, he wants me to grow up 
too 
soon, he he is preoccupied, 
narrow­ 
minded, more interested in boys than 
girls. 
Of their mothers, the grade school 
children said: 
She won’t buy me an 
electric train, she doesn’t let me go

Floyd C. Shoem aker 
The only man to become governor 
of the State of Missouri whose fath ­ 
er had also served as a chief execu­ 
tive of the State, was John Sapping- 
ton Marmaduke, governor of Missou­ 
ri from 1884 to 1887. 
His father, M. 
M. Marmaduke, who w’as elected lieu­ 
tenant-governor of the S tate in 1840, 
served as 
chief 
executive 
for nine 
m onths following the death of Gov. 
Reynolds in 1844. 
John S. M armaduke was horn 
on 
his fath e r’s farm in 
Saline 
County, 
March 14, 1833, and was educated in 
the country schools of 
th at 
county, 
Chapel Hill 
Academy 
in 
Lafyettc 
County, and Yale 
University. 
Upon 
his graduation from W est 
Point 
in 
1857, he was assigned to the F irst U. 
S. Mounted Riflemen, then 
tran sfe r­ 
red to the Seventh U. S. Cavalry and 
served in the Mormon w ar in Utah. 
When the Civil W ar came on, 
he 
cast his lot with the 
South 
against 
the judgm ent of his parents. 
He re­ 
signed his commission and joined the 
Missouri State Guard, and when the 
Battle of Boonville, fought 
against 
his advice, was lost, he resigned and 
went to Richmond. 
A t Richmond, he was commission­ 
ed and assigned to General H ardee’s 
forces in 
A rkansas 
as 
lieutenant- 
colonel. Soon, however, he was tra n s ­ 
ferred to his old com mander Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and given command 
of the Third Regiment. 
He won 
dis­ 
tinction at the Battle of Shiloh and 
was made brigadier-general. Then he 
was re-transferred to A rkansas 
and 
promoted to rank of 
major-general. 
While serving under General Walker 
a quarrel arose, not on M arm aduke’s 
initiative, and he was challenged to a 
duel. 
Walker was killed. Marmaduke 
was taken prisoner by Union forces in 
1864 and held prisoner until after the 
war. 
A fter six months spent in Europe, 
he returned to Missouri and was en ­ 
gaged in business 
until 
1875—then 
became railroad commissioner of the 
State until 1880. 
In this year he was 
a candidate for the nomination 
for 
governor but was defeated by C rit­ 
tenden. 
Four years later as a nominee 
of 
the Democratic party, he won out and 
was governor of the S tate from 1884 
until his death December 28, 1887. 
It is said that his m ilitary experi­ 
ence caused him to he frank in 
his 
statem ents, and that he showed good 
judgm ent in 
office 
appointm ents— 
never allowing personal friendship to 
influence him against the public wel­ 
fare—and th at his refusals to 
ap­ 
pointments 
were 
begun 
with these 
words: 
“No, I will not 
appoint you 
to th a t office”. 
Railroad regulation was an im port­ 
ant problem during his adm inistra­ 
tion and he sought to enact laws for 
that purpose. 
He recommended such 
a m easure to the legislature in 1887 
but it adjourned without action. 
He 
prom ptly called an extra session and 
announced that he would continue to 
call 
sessions until 
som ething 
was 
done— the legislators finally passed a 
law- satisfactory to him. 
Some of the events of his adm ini­ 
stration were: 
a railroad act to pre 
vent pooling to keep up rates; 
new 
railroad and warehouse 
commission 
created; State capitol remodeled at a 
cost of $220,000; agricultural experi 
m ent station established as a part of 
the College of A griculture; training 
school for hoys 
at 
Boonville; indus­ 
trial school for girls 
a t Chillicothe; 
and S tate hospital established at Ne­ 
vada. 


Governor M arm aduke 
was 
never 
married. 
He died 
from pneumonia 
on December 28, 1887 and was buried 
in Jefferson City, where the S tate has 
erected a granite m onum ent to 
his 
memory.

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The influenza epidemic 
which 
re­ 
cently started on the Pacific Coast is 
gradually becoming nation-wide, 
ac­ 
cording to the reports of the United 
States 
Public 
Health 
Service. 
A 
large number of cases have 
already 
been reported from 
several 
States 
and in all probability 
the 
epidemic 
will reach all of the States. This dis­ 
ease is apparently of 
a very 
mild 
character. But as is usually the case 
in mild influenza epidemics, a small 
percentage of cases 
develope pneu 
monia, some of which terminate 
fa 
tally. There is also a possibility that 
the disease may become more virul­ 
ent as it progresses and result in 
larger number of serious 
and 
fatal 
cases. 
Although influenza has been a sub­ 
ject 
of careful 
research in recent 
years, 
the 
cause 
is not definitely 
known and no successful measure of 
control has been found. 
Vaccination, 
medicines, quarantine and other sim­ 
ilar measures have little, if any prac- 
tcial value. Until the true nature of 
the disease is more definitely 
undr- 
stood little progress in its control can 
be expected. 
Spread From Hand to Mouth 
Influenza is spread from person to 
person through the secretions of the 
nose and mouth. 
Sneezing, coughing, 
promiscuous spitting and other prac­ 
tices that broadcast the secretions are 
a menace to health. 
It may also be 
transmitted through 
cups, 
glasses, 
forks, spoons and other utensils not 
properly cleansed and sterilized—this 
applies more particularly 
to 
public 
eating places. 
The public can very definitely safe­ 
guard their own health and 
protect 
others by observing the simple laws 
of health and hygiene. 
Influenza 
is 
one of those 
epidemic 
diseases 
in 
which universal interest and co-oper­ 
ation is the most effective means 
of 
control. 
There are 
certain 
health 
habits that should be cultivated 
and 
practiced continuously, but more par­ 
ticularly during an influenza epidem­ 
ic. 
Outlines 
Health Measures 
1—Selection of the right kind 
and 
variety of foods to insure a diet con­ 
taining all the necessary vita mines 
as well as the chemical and mineral 
elements. Foods have a very definite 
and positive relation 
to health 
and 
resistance 
to 
disease. 
The 
public 
should learn how' to select the right 
foods. 
2—Long 
hours 
of restful 
sleep, 
preferably in a cool or cold room with 
plenty of outdoor air. Sufficient sleep 
is one of the best 
preventives 
and 
most 
effective 
restorers 
known to 
medical science. 
3—The temperature in the 
home, 
school-room, 
worshop 
and 
office 
should be maintained preferably at 68 
degrees 
F. 
Scientific 
experiment« 
have indicated this as the safest tem­ 
perature to live in. 
Why not observe 
it? 
4—Dress 
should 
be 
moderately 
warm, determined by the temperature 
to w’hich th worker 1» exposed. Light 
dress is better for indoor employment 
where the rooms 
are 
heated than 
heavy dress. 
5—A 
thorough 
washing 
of 
the 
hands before eating, using plenty of 
soap and water. 
One health commis­ 
sioner has designated influenza as “a 
hand 
to 
mouth” 
disease—meaning 
that the infection is carried into 
the 
mouth 
by 
means of 
soiled hands. 
While it is not the only way in which 
the disease 
is spread, 
it is a very 
common one. 
6— Plenty of outdoor life and mod­ 
erate exercise. 
7—Avoid public 
gatherings 
and 
crowds as much as possible. 
8—Do not visit houses where there 
is influneza. 
9—Climate has apparently no 
in 
fluence on the spread or virulence of 
influenza. A cold climate is as health­ 
ful and as safe as a warm 
climate. 
Home is the best place. 
Unnecessary 
traveling should be avoided. 
10—People sick with influenza 
or 
who have contracted 
a severe cold 
during an influenza epidemic should 
go to lied and stay there until they 
have completely recovered. 
A large 
majority of fatal cases even in mild 
epidemics result from failure to 
ob­ 
serve this very simple rule. Complete 
rest in bed for several days and then 
a gradual return to work and physi­ 
cal strain is an important safe-guard 
against a recurrence for an extension 
of the infection. 
Many deaths would 
be avoided if this rule were 
strictly 
followed. 
The public would be pro­ 
tected much better if the sick stayed 
home till they had recovered suffici­ 
ently so they could no longer pass the 
disease on to others.

A Gold Mine in France 
F 
EW people realize th at there is aa 
im portant gold m ine in France. 
It ts a property seldom heard of and 
probably an unim portant one by com­ 
parison with some of the great mines 
of the American W est, of 8outh Af­ 
rica and A ustralia, yet It is a real 
factor in the ecom rules of France. 
D uring the period of the Roman oc­ 
cupation of “Gaul” some gold-bearing 
quartz veins were discovered In w hat 
Is now La Vendee, and were worked 
by the Romans to a depth of about 
100 feet. 
W hen the Rom ans w ith­ 
drew, work ceased and the pita be­ 
cam e covered with vegetation. 
These 
mines 
eventually 
became 
the property of a retired French offi­ 
cial who lived in a chateau w ithin a 
■tone's throw of th e-outcrop of the 
vein and who doubtless walked In hi* 
park around the borders of the an­ 
cient working without realizing the 
tru e nature of the place. 
About 
twenty-flve 
years 
ago 
a 
friend of this official who had made 
studies of the ancient Phenicisn tin 
workings in England visited him at 
the chateau and was struck by the 
sim ilarity 
between 
this 
place 
and 
those he had seen. 
He saw the tree- 
covered 
trenches 
and 
became con­ 
vinced that they m ust have been a 
m ine in tim es of antiquity. 
Presently 
a sh aft was sunk, and although some 
years passed before commercial op­ 
eration began, a com pany was finally 
form ed and the Societe des Moines de 
la 
Belllere 
became 
an 
established 
fact. 
W ithin ten years the company 
was making a profit of almost a mil­ 
lion francs a year. 
Exploratory work has been done In 
the vicinity of this lucky find w ith 
the hope of coming on other veins or 
ancient diggings, but as yet nothing 
of the sort has m aterialized. 
One of 
the draw backs to exploration and dis­ 
covery has been the lack In France of 
men trained to that type of work. 
France has many expert m etallurgists 
and miners, but she lacks men of the 
type of the old western prospector. 
Besides the mine at 
La Belllere 
there are several eth er rather small 
gold mines in France. but none that 
is so successful or that has a history 
as rom antic as this one.

Kditor Standard: 
I hope you 
will 
give 
me apace 
enough in your 
valuable 
paper to 
bring to the attention 
of the land 
owners of this section, what I consid­ 
er the sections greatest need, that of 
more and 
complete 
drainage, and, 
above all, under a very different sys­ 
tem from that which we get drainage 
now. 
We hear discussed pro-and-con 
the matter of drainage, and also hear 
people say that we have 
the same 
drainage we have always had, so why 
not the crops we have always had. 
But such is not the case; for we have 
not the drainage we formerly had and 
anyone who takes the time to inves­ 
tigate the matter will agree to that 
statement. 
Formerly our drainage ditches prere 
from ten to 
fifteen 
feet deep, now 
they (the old ditches) are from one 
foot to four feet deep and by depth, 
1 mean from the ground level to bot­ 
tom of ditch. When the ditches were 
new, we had possibly at low 
water 
time, some two feet of water in the 
ditch, hence if this be true, we had a 
ground absorption away 
from 
the 
ditch of some 8 to 13 feet of ground 
to take care of 
excessive 
rainfall; 
the ground took care of the water 
which fell in times of excessive rain­ 
fall and the ditches were never over­ 
burdened as they have been the past 
few years when such excessive rains 
fell, and again while the ground was 
soft from heavy rains of the past, 
and possibly were too wet to work for 
sometime after such rainfalls, 
the 
water did not stand upon the ground 
and on the crop to ruin it; we have 
had at times com that was not culti­ 
vated, and wheat that should 
have 
been threshed sooner than it was. but 
the loss of crops was unknown when 


wa had the drainage mentioned above. 
! believe that nearly everyone will 
agree that the condition is as men­ 
tioned, and thdt is why we ere 
not 
getting the wheat and corn, as well 
as clover and alfalfa crops we form­ 
erly did. If this be true, what is the 
remedy, and that is what I want to 
bring to the attention of the readers 
of your paper. 
We have in the past paid too much 
for our drainage, and 
are doing It 
now, because the law, or system un­ 
der which we have to proceed to get 
drainage is too complicated and too 
costly, as well as having too much 
red-tape to It. 
I do not want to make this article 
too length, tho' I believe it 
is 
the 
most important subject before South­ 
east Missouri, and will not go Into de­ 
tails of what I believe is the whole 
way to get what we need, but will 
mention as briefly 
as 
possible the 
main points. 
First, we hire an expensive engi 
ncer to run our ditch lines, when they 
are already run. We hire an expen­ 
sive attorney to take the matter thru 
Court. When, as a matter of fact, we 
need no attorney if the law is made 
right, and If needs be that one should 
be had, we have the county attorney 
paid by the people, also have an en­ 
gineer paid the same way, then again, 
we have 
appraisers 
and 
viewers, 
which are unnecessary when we have 
the ditches already dug and also all 
the land benefited by said drainage on 
record. 
Under the present law one 
county cannot dig into another coun­ 
ty, but they can dump their water on 
the 
other 
county thereby 
ruining 
them, and they have no recourse if 
the landholders in the lower county 
do not want to drain. 
When we let 
a contract for drainage, we pay for 
the boat when the contract is let, for 
the boat is of no earthly use to the 
contractor after the job is 
finished, 
providing he hasn't another contract 
to go to with that boat. The contrac­ 
tor hires a man to run the boat, and 
he alone knows whether the ditch is 
being dug to the proper depth or not, 
as engineer, nor contractor sees the 
job from any point excepting to see 
that the banks are cut according tb 
specifications, and the contractor 
is 
on the job to collect his money when 
due. 
, 
This being true, then why not save 
all this money expended uselessly and 
buy our own dredge boats, hire our 
own digger, upe our own attorney and 
engineer, and KEEP the ditches clean 
after we 
dig 
them? 
The County 
Court can be the commissioners, and 


have the say 
about 
when 
ditches 
should be recleaned, or new ones dug, 
after being petitioned to do same, and 
not have to go through a long 
and 
costly proeeedure in Cricuit Court to 
get what we want and are paying for. 
My opinion is, if the law is chang­ 
ed so that we may buy our own boats, 
by taking the preliminary fee which 
is about 26c per acre and purchase 
our own boats, allowing the Court to 
exercise its own judgment as to the 
purchase of same, and then when that 
particular system is completed, take 
the boat to another section, complete 
the whole drainage system, then ap­ 
portion the costs to all land benefit- 
ted, and should there be any remain­ 
ing above the costs of boats, let it be 
prorated back to the 
land 
owners, 
for, the one or two, or three 
boats 
would complete the entire system 
in 
the county, hence the cost 
per acre 
would be small. 
This would avoid all 
unnecessary 
delay as is being experienced 
every 
day in certain sections, and we would 
save crops where we are now losing 
them. 
The cost we are paying, the HIGH 
cost, is not FOR drainage, but for the 
LACK OF DRAINAGE. 
We 
never 
thought of drainage tax 
when 
we 
were getting crops every year, 
hut 
since the crops have been drowned 
out, we have been unable to pay the 
county and State tax 
with 
income 
from the farm, even where the drain­ 
age tax is paid out on the older 
drainage districts. 
I have talked for the last six 
months with land owners, engineers, 
dredge 
ditch 
operators, 
County 
Courts and they ALL agree that this 
system I have outlined, with 
some 
changes possibly, is the ONLY sure 
and cheap way to get drainage. 
Just ten years ago, we begun 
to 
build roads, wh4n we did that, we 
drained all roads into the drainage 
ditches, thus putting all the loose soil 
we stirred up in grading for the road, 
into the ditch, while we did not pay 
much attei.tion to 
the matter, 
the 
ditches were Ailing up ten times fast­ 
er the last ten years than 
they did 
the Arst ten years. This is one of our 
big troubles, or one that has brought 
about faster our 
present condition 
then anything else. 
We are building 
roads and spending millions to main­ 
tain them, then why not dig our ditch­ 
es as cheaply as 
possible, 
and 
be 
prepared, as the road commission is 
to keep them cleaned out and ready 
to operate at all times. 
By owning 
our own boats, having them under the 
jurisdiction of the County Court, we 


cut out red tape, have the boats rcftdy 
at all times to clean the ditches or dig 
a new one where needed, and at very 
very little expense to the land owner. 
The county becomes 
rich by having 
the taxes paid promptly, 
the 
mer­ 
chants prosperous by having a com­ 
munity of farmers like we once had 
and the banks with plenty of money, 
and everyone happy once more. 
It just means this to the people of 
Southeast Mssiouri, either prosperity 
and happiness, or failure and a hell 
on earth to the farmer. 
We have the same soil, 
same cli­ 
mate (regardless of the knocker), the 
same ambition to make good, 
that 
we have always had, so let’s get be­ 
hind our representatives 
when they 
try to aid us and see that this law is 
changed and changed NOW.—0.

The farmers of Scott County esti­ 
mate on the 1929 wheat seeding 
at 
46,160 acres this fall, against 68,100 
acres in 1927, and the condition 
85 
per cent of normal for 
December. 
Corn gathering in the County is 98 
per cent completed, and the yield is 
11 bushels per acre, with county av­ 
erage price of 73 cents per bushel. 
Hens in Scott County lay 4 eggs dur­ 
ing November. 
Missouri farmers have seeded, for 
the 1929 wheat crop, 2,015,000 acres, 
compared to 2,190,000 seeded in 1927, 
a reduction of 8 per cent. 
Present 
condition of 91 per cent compares to 
93 per cent last year, and ten-year 
average of 85 per cent, according to 
the joint statement of E. A. Logan of 
the U. S. Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics and Jewell Mayes of the 
Missouri State Board of Agriculture. 
Missouri wheat was generally sown 
early, making more fall growth than 
during the past few years. 
Part of 
the acreage may harbor Hessian Ay 
is the opinion of some farmers. Very 
little wheat pasturing resulted 
be­ 
cause fields have been too soft. 
In­ 
jury from Aoods and heavy rains 
in 
November to growing wheat cannot 
now be estimated.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
The only man to become governor 
of the State of Missouri whose fath­ 
er had also served as a chief execu­ 
tive of the State, was John Sapping- 
ton Marmaduke, governor of Missou­ 
ri from 1884 to 1887. 
His father, M. 
M. Marmaduke, who was elected lieu­ 
tenant-governor of the State in 1840, 
served as chief executive 
for nine 
months following the death of Gov. 
Reynolds in 1844. 
John S. Marmaduke was bom 
on 
his father’s farm in 
Saline 
County, 
March 14, 1833, and was educated in 
the country schools of 
that county. 
Chapel Hiil 
Academy 
in 
Lafyettc 
County, and Yale 
University. 
Upon 
his graduation from West 
Point 
in 
1857, he was assigned to the First U. 
S. Mounted Riflemen, then 
transfer­ 
red to the .Seventh U. S. Cavalry and 
served in the Mormon war in Utah. 
W'hen the Civil War came on, 
he 
cast his lot with the South 
against 
the judgment of his parents. 
He re­ 
signed his commission and joined the 
Missouri State Guard, and when the 
Battle of Boonville, fought 
against 
his advice, was lost, he resigned and 
went to Richmond. 
At Richmond, he was commission­ 
ed and assigned to General Hardee’s 
forces in 
Arkansas 
as 
lieutenant- 
colonel. Soon, however, he was trans­ 
ferred to his old commander Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and given command 
of the Third Regiment. 
He won dis­ 
tinction at the Battle of Shiloh and 
was made brigadier-general. Then he 
was re-transferred to Arkansas 
and 
promoted to rank of 
major-general. 
While serving under General Walker 
a quarrel arose, not on Marmaduke’s 
initiative, and he was challenged to a 
duel. 
Walker was killed. Marmaduke 
was taken prisoner by Union forces in 
1864 and held prisoner until after the 
war. 
After six months spent in Europe, 
he returned to Missouri and was en­ 
gaged in business 
until 
1875—then 
became railroad commissioner of the 
State until 1880. In this year he was 
candidate for the nomination 
for 
governor but was defeated by Crit­ 
tenden. 
Four years later as a nominee 
of 
the Democratic party, he won out and 
was governor of the State from 1884 
until his death December 28, 1887. 
It is said that his military experi­ 
ence caused him to be frank in 
his 
statements, and that he showed good 
judgment in 
office 
appointments 
never allowing personal friendship to 
influence him against the public wel­ 
fare—and that his refusals to 
ap 
pointments were begun with these 
words: 
“No, I will not 
appoint you 
to that office”. 
Railroad regulation was an import 
ant problem during his administra­ 
tion and he sought to enact laws for 
that purpose. 
He recommended such 
a measure to the legislature in 1887 
but it adjourned without action. 
He 
promptly called an extra session and 
announced that he would continue to 
call 
sessions until 
something 
was 
done—the legislators finally passed a 
law satisfactory to him. 
Some of the events of his admini­ 
stration were: 
a railroad act to pre­ 
vent pooling to keep up rates; 
new 
railroad and warehouse 
commission 
created; State capitol remodeled at a 
cost of $220,000; agricultural experi­ 
ment station established as a part -of 
the College of Agriculture; training 
school for boys at 
Boonville; indus­ 
trial school for girls 
at Chillicothe; 
and State hospital established at Ne­ 
vada. 
Governor Marmaduke 
was 
never 
married. 
He died from pneumonia 
on December 28, 1887 and was buried 
in Jefferson City, where the State has 
erected a granite monument to 
his 
memory.

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CONTROL MEASURES i 


The influenza epidemic 
which 
re­ 
cently started on the Pacific Coast is 
gradually becoming nation-wide, 
ac­ 
cording to the reports of the 
United 
States 
Public 
Health 
Service. 
A 
large number of cases have 
already 
been reported from 
several 
States 
and in all probability 
the 
epidemic 
will reach all of the States. This dis­ 
ease is apparently of 
a very 
mild 
character. But as Is usually the case 
in mild influenza epidemics, a small 
percentage of cases 
develop? pneu­ 
monia, some of which terminate 
fa­ 
tally. There is also a possibility that 
the disease may become more virul­ 
ent as it progresses and result in a 
larger number of serious 
and 
fata) 
cases. 
Although influenza has been a sub­ 
ject 
of careful 
research in recent 
years, 
the 
cause 
is not definitely 
known and no successful measure of 
control has been found. 
Vaccination, 
medicines, quarantine and other sim­ 
ilar measures have little, if any prac- 
tcial value. Until the true nature of 
the disease is more definitely 
undr- 
stood little progress in its control can 
be expected. 
Spread From Hand to Mouth 
Influenza is spread from person to 
person through the secretions of the 
nose and mouth. 
Sneezing, coughing, 
promiscuous spitting and other prac­ 
tices th at broa<k:ast the secretions are 
a menace to health. 
It may also be 
transm itted through 
cups, 
glasses, 
forks, spoons and other utensils not 
properly cleansed and sterilized—this 
applies more particularly 
to 
public 
eating places. 
The public can very definitely safe­ 
guard their own health and 
protect 
others by observing the simple laws 
of health and hygiene. 
Influenza 
is 
one of those 
epidemic 
diseases 
in 
which universal interest and co-oper­ 
ation is the most effective means of 
control. 
There are 
certain

habits that should be cultivated

During the period of the Roman oc­ 
cupation of “Gaul” some gold-bearing 
quartz veins were discovered In whnt 
la now Ln Vendee, and were worked 
by the Romans to n depth of about 
100 feet. 
When the Romans with­ 
drew, work ceased and tha pita be­ 
came covered with vegetation.

this place and 
theae he had seen. 
Re saw the tree- 
covered trenches and became con­ 
vinced that they must have been a 
mine In times of antiquity. 
Presently

years passed before commercial op­ 
eration began, a company was finally

fact. 
Within ten years the company 
was making a profit of almost a mil­ 
lion francs a year. 
Exploratory work has been done la 
the vicinity of this lucky find with 
tha hope of coming on other veins or 
ancient diggings, but aa yet nothing 
of the sort has materialised.
